Easter Su nday was celebrated by 
he First Christian chu rch in a way 
hat brou ght gladness to many hearts. 
The chu rch was beau tifu lly and artist- 
cally decorated, and all the serv ices 
of song and sermon, of pray er and 
praise, were made to contribu te to 
one single end—that of the rev iv al 
which has now been in progress for 
two weeks. 
The sermons by the ev angelist, Mr. 
Northcu tt, were simple, pointed and 
powerfu l.

Also, he reminded the indif­ 
ferent, icy chu rch-going woman that 
if she cou ld not w'eep ov er her sins 
and the sins of others it w’ou H be a 
Godsend if she were pu t back into 
her short clothes.

Accord ing to this rep ort there were 
in Jap an in the y ear 18 8 9 297 ,428 mar­ 
riages. The age of marriage seems to 
be nt?arer that commonly p rev ailing in 
Eu rop e and America than most p er­ 
sons su p p ose. 
Of men only fiv e married u nd er the 
age of 13, and only 108 u nd er the age 
of 16. 
Nearly 5 ,400 married between 
the ages of 16 and 18 .

v ices, and will fight the matter of own­ 
ership in the cou rts.
